Every penalized player yearns for it the second the door inside 
hockey’s “timeout” room slams shut. Sometimes players spar with 
the crowd, like in April 2010 when Duncan Keith squirted water on 
a Nashville fan. RedEye asked Blackhawks Bryan Bickell, Brandon 
Bollig and Andrew Shaw all about the “sin bin.”

Exercise addict?

Exercise is something most people don’t get 
enough of. But for some dedicated fitness en- 
thusiasts, working out can turn addictive. 

Though there is no formal diagnosis, thera- 
pists consider compulsive exercise a behavior- 
al disorder, one that can cause lasting physical 
harm or interfere with daily life. Excessive 
exercising is difficult to identify and treat be- 
cause it easily is rationalized as a healthy be- 
havior. The symptoms, however, are the op- 
posite of what an athlete strives for: increased 
fatigue, injury irritability and problems with 
work and relationships. 

Too much exercise also may be surprisingly 
hard on the heart. A recent study published in 
Mayo Clinic Proceedings suggests that while 
moderate exercise prevents many common 
diseases and improves health and longevity 
extreme endurance exercise, such as mara- 
thons and Ironman distance triathlons, can 
cause structural changes and damage to the 
heart and large arteries. 

“Physical exercise, though not a drug, pos- 
sesses many traits of a powerful pharmacolog- 


ic agent,” said James O’Keefe, a cardiologist 
with Saint Luke’s Health System in Kansas 
City Mo., and lead author of the study ‘A safe 
upper-dose limit potentially exists, beyond 
which the adverse effects of physical exercise, 
such as musculoskeletal trauma and cardio- 
vascular stress, may outweigh its benefits.” 

Identifying a problem can be tricky because 
“the addiction comes in the form of a healthy 
habit,” said Holly Parker, a personal trainer, 
psychologist and psychotherapist at Harvard 
University who specializes in the impact of 
exercise on mental health and exercise-based 
treatments. 

But if the following five descriptions ring 
true, this “strongly suggests that the rela- 
tionship with exercise is destructive and 
help to break this pattern may be needed,” 
Parker said. Therapists can help. Also con- 
sider seeing a health and fitness profes- 
sional, such as a certified personal trainer, to 
learn more about healthy levels of exercise, 
Parker suggested. “Social support is also very 
important for coping and making healthy 
changes,” she said.

Following “Stoker”

iarity kills “Dead Man Down,” which does 
resemble 100 other revenge sagas while feebly 
attempting to capture the moody toughness 
of “Drive.” No, “Dead Man Down” simply 
doesn’t make sense. Out to avenge his mur- 
dered wife and daughter, Victor (Colin Farrell) 
methodically leaves clues behind for bad guys 
to follow, yet he’s also worried that they’re 
catching onto him. Meanwhile, Victor’s neigh- 
bor Beatrice (Noomi Rapace), who saw him

kill a man, blackmails Victor into killing the 
drunken driver responsible for the accident 
that led to the arguably mild scars on her face. 
Certainly an incident like this would be trau- 
matic— particularly for a former beautician, 
Beatrice suggests— but gutless writer J.H. 
Wyman (“The Mexican”) makes sure Beatrice 
isn’t too damaged to be a safe love interest. 

Speaking of which: Recovery is wonder- 
ful, but when a movie revolves around a guy 
seeking vengeance for the death of his family I 
prefer you don’t introduce a new owner of his 
heart. Let the guy focus and heal. Instead, Vic- 
tor procrastinates and mindlessly puts some- 
one he is supposed to care about in danger. 

Once again, director Niels Arden Oplev 
(who directed Rapace in the Swedish “The 
Girl with the Dragon Tattoo) botches the 
pacing, so a long movie drags even more. 
WWE Studios surely can do a more boor- 
ish film than the persistently bleak “Dead 


Man Down,” but maybe not one that’s more 
outrageously convoluted. Viewers don’t care 
about a complicated, violent game when 
they can barely identify the players before a 
gunfight breaks out. The chief baddie, weakly 
played by Terrence Howard, comes off as too 
dumb and frustrated to arrive anywhere near 
intimidating. 

Somehow this poor excuse for a genre flick 


acquired an overqualified supporting cast, 
including Oscar-winner F. Murray Abraham 
and ever-welcome French cinema icon Isabelle 
Huppert (‘Amour”). The villainous, generic Al- 
banians, however, seem to have wandered over 
from the set of “Taken 2.” I don’t know why 
we keep trying to upset Albania, and here’s 
another question: What would be an example 
of a dead man up? “Weekend at Bernie’s”?

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Beyonce-Lady Gaga 
collabo in the works?

For months, the online rumor mill has 
churned with suspicions that Beyonce and 
Lady Gaga would reunite for a third collabo- 
ration, a single called “Ratchet.” 

Eagle-eyed fans pointed to the Instagram 
accounts of the two formidable pop divas as 
proof that a new collaboration is brewing. 

The rumors started when Beyonce posted 
a set of pictures of her hoop earrings— en- 
graved with the word “Ratchet” — on the pho- 
to-sharing website. In one, the singer rocks 
the chunky accessory and a fitted Houston 
Rockets cap on what appears to be a set. 

Adding to the theory was an Instagram 
snap of Gaga sporting her own hoops en- 
graved with the word. For the uninformed, 
“ratchet” is slang for an around-the-way girl 
from the ’hood (not to be confused with hav- 
ing a “ratchet” state of mind or “ratchetness,” 
which is unsavory behavior that’s largely un- 
printable). 

Naturally, bamboo hoop earrings do not 
a single make. But Gaga spilled the beans 
late last year that she had finished a track by 
the same name featuring firecracker rapper 
Azealia Banks. She also told a fan via Twitter 
that there would be a sequel to “Telephone,” 
the first of two collaborations Gaga and Bey 


released. 

A short snippet of a beat allegedly pro- 
duced by Gaga collaborator DJ White Shad- 
ow surfaced online in January, and Rihanna’s 
name also was thrown into the mix after the 
singer tweeted Gaga lyrics with the hashtag 
of, you guessed it, “ratchet.” 

Banks added the latest smoking gun during a 
interview with Australian radio station George 
FM early last week when she was quizzed 
about collaborating with other artists. 

“I like working by myself; not to say I don’t 
like collaborating with other people but, like, 
I never know what to do. I can’t really absorb 
the vibe,” she said before catching herself 
“I’m lying because I’ve collaborated with 
Lady Gaga and Beyonce and Kanye West.” 

Though she didn’t confirm the speculated 
new single, it only fueled the fire, especially 
after a handwritten track list for Beyonce’s 
highly anticipated album mysteriously sur- 
faced later in the week. 

The way-too-good-to-be-true list for the 
album (supposedly called “Mrs. Carter,” after 
her upcoming world tour) features collabora- 
tions with husband Jay-Z, Jus tin Timberlake, 
Ne-Yo, Sia and Rihanna, with “Ratchet” open- 
ing the record.

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‘Dallas’ lays Iconic J.R. Ewing to rest

When the cast of “Dallas” gathered to shoot 
Monday’s episode, in which Larry Ragman’s 
iconic character, J.R. Ewing, is laid to rest, 
some tears were shed, according to star Patrick 
Duffy But there were plenty of laughs, too. 

“It turned out to be a true party— anything 
but a wake,” said Duffy of the episode that 
brings back several fan favorites. “While we 
were mourning J.R. , we were also celebrating 
Larry” 

Ragman had shot seven Season 2 episodes of 
“Dallas” before dying in November of compli- 
cations from a previous bout with cancer. Ris 
death forced “Dallas” showrunner Cynthia Ci- 
dre and her writers to scramble to rework the 
second half of the season and plan an on-screen 
funeral for J.R. 

Among the “Dallas” vets who returned to 
Southfork Ranch for Monday’s swan song were 
Ted Shackelford (Gary Ewing), Steve Kanaly 
(Ray Krebbs) and Charlene Tilton (Lucy Ew- 
ing). 

“Believe me, it was like a high school re- 


union. Every single person fit in perfectly, 
and it was so wonderful to have them back,” 
said Duffy, who plays J.R.’s brother, Bobby 
“I missed people who weren’t there. I wish 
it could have been an even bigger thing, but 
obviously you can’t do that and maintain the 
integrity of the show.” 

Although Ragman’s J.R. was the center- 
piece of the original “Dallas,” he had shifted 
to a secondary role in the reboot as the 
younger generation of Ewings— led by Josh 
Renderson and Jesse Metcalfe— assumed 
more of the spotlight. 

Still, for a lot of fans, J.R. epitomized “Dal- 
las” and his presence was felt even when he 
was off screen. Well aware of that, Cidre and 
her writers devised a plot line in which the late 
J.R. will have an effect on ensuing episodes. 
The character becomes a victim of what ini- 
tially looks to be a random mugging. But as is 
so often the case with J.R. , nothing is as it ap- 
pears. 

And apparently, that’s exactly the way Rag- 
man would have wanted it. 



“If Larry knew there would be a postmortem 
story line revolving around a whodunit that 
had lots of people talking about him,” Duffy 
said, “he’d be the happiest actor on the planet.”
